SPECIAL LINE IN WEEK-END

| Government's view is the country’s view 
is proved by the failure of the Labour 
Party’s overtures for compromise. That 
party itself was not represented fully at 
yesterday’s abortive meeting in the 
Dublin Mansion House, and no other 
party was represented at all.. The large 
majority in the new Parliament. which 
supports the Treaty refused to hamper the 
Government’s efforts to win a real and 
lasting peace. The members who reject 
the Treaty “did not see their way” to 
attend the meeting. We must assume that 
the minimum of their claim is still the 
complete subjection of the people’s will 
to the violence of an armed minority. . In 
one sense, therefore, the Labour Party 
has done a service to the nation; it has 
made ‘the issue absolutely clear. Hence- 
forward nobody will have any shadow of 
excuse for talking of a negotiated peace. 
Peace can come only in one way, and that 
is the way which the Government is pur- 
suing with the country’s active and almost 
unanimous support. No sane Irishman 
can fail to realise now that the fight must 
continue, that the stake is nothing less 
than Ireland's national existence, and 
that anything less than full and uncon- 
ditional victory must spell defeat, with 
all its dreadful consequences. The task 
which has been forced upon the Goyern- 
ment is no easy task. The way is rough 
and we must not dare to hope that the 
goal is near at hand. Ireland, south of 
a line between Limerick and Waterford, 
is held by the irregulars. It will not be 
freed without fierce fighting in a difficult 
country. Revolt still raises its head in 
some Western districts. here can be no 
until the national 
authority has been yindicated, and the 
task may put a heavy tax on the people’s 
material resources, on their courage and 
on their patience.

America’s Labour Problem. 


The situation which has arisen in 
America in connection with the great coal 
strike is growing more critical every day. 
the strike has been in progress now for 
some months. It. affects more than 
650,000 miners in twenty-eight different 
States, and the production of coal has 
been diminished so seriously by the 
stoppage that the Washington Government 
is importing supplies from England. All 
sorts of compromises have been advanced in 
the hope of achieving a settlement; but 
the strikers, from the very outset, have 
refused point-blank to consider any offer 
which does not concede their mazimuwim 
claim, and to that attitude they still 
adhere with remarkable tenacity. After 
much delibetation President Harding has 
decided at last to take action. He has 
sent a telegram to the Governors of all 
the coal-producing States, calling upon 
them ‘to support his “invitation” to all 
employers and miners to resume work im- 
mediately, and assuring them of “the 
prompt and full support of the 
Federal Government ’”’ in cases in which 
they may find their 
of law and order inadequate to meet the 
situation.” In plain English, this tele- 
gram means that the American Govern- 
ment proposes to break the strike. It has 
instructed the War Department to hold 
all the regular forces in the Union in 
readiness to act at a moment’s notice. 
Military protection is . being provided 
for workers who have agreed to re 
turn to the mines in defiance of the 
Union’s decree, and there is no doubt 
that, if these measures fail to produce an 
early and substantial increase in the out- 
put of the mines, the Government will 
seize them and will place them altogether 
under State control. 


The British Government, as a general 
rule has steered clear of intervention 
in trade disputes. The right to strike 
is recognised by Britain as Labour's 
only weapon against injustice, and, so 
long as it is exercised honestly and with- 
out real danger to the State, the Govern- 
ment never dreams of disputing it. In 
America, however—in theory a far more 
“democratic’’ country than Britain— 
Labour is in a much less 
tageous position. It has been struggling 
for the past few years to gain the privi- 
leges that British Labour has enjoyed 
since the passing of the Trades Disputes 
Acts.

The Crisis in ltaly. 

The fall of the Facta Government has 
brought the political crisis in Italy to a 
head. It became virtually inevitable after 
the disturbances in Cremona, to which 
we drew attention the day before yester- 
day; and when a vote was taken in the 
Chamber on Wednesday the Government 
was defeated by 288-to 103 votes. Appa- 
rently no Government can maintain itself 
in office while the Fascisti and the Com- 
munists are up in arms against each other. 
and the time is coming when some kind of 
decisive action must be taken. The 
speech which was made on Wednesday by 
Signor Mussolini, the leader of the 
Fascisti, is very significant. He declared 
solemnly that the moment was approach- 
ing when Fascismo would be forced to 
decide whether it was to be “a party of 
legality or of insurrection.”” In other 
words, Signor Mussolini, who is regarded 
as probably the strongest man in Italy 
to-day, threatens his country with revolu- 
tion. The Fascisti, every one of whom is 
an ardent patriot, are determined to put 
down Communism. Apparently, they will 
not be deterred by any Government, 
and their’. activities are extending to 
every village in the country. The new 
Italy is still a young nation and must 
pass through the fires of experience before 
she can attain the summit of her destiny. 
All these excursions and alarums are 
natura} phases in Italy’s development, 
and the best service which her friends can 
render her at present is to leave her to 


way.

Cocaine. 


The cocaine traffic has become a serious 
problem in all the capitals of Europe, 
and its dangers are being discussed this 
week by the French Academy of Medicine. 
The drug is so easily handled and the 
dealers make such large profits that the 
task of the police is extraordinarily diffi- 
cult. Speakers at the Academy have re- 
commended new and drastic measures for 
the suppression “of the traffic. These 
include the expulsion of all convicted 
dealers in cocaine,} special surveillance in 
the Customs houses on the frontier, 
and the creation of an international com- 
mission to enforce the application of 
international law. The solution of the 
problem seems to lie in this last recom- 
mendation, which has been considered 
already by the British Home Office. The 
world’s cocaine factories—situated chiefly 
in Java and South America—are not 
numerous. An exact calculation has been 
made of the world’s consumption of 
cocaine for the proper purposes of medical 
science. If international law could compel 
all the factories to limit their output to 
the amount required for scientific pur- 
poses, the illegal supplies would be 
stopped at the source, The matter ought 
not to be beyond the power of the League 
of Nations. 


Montenegrin Stamps. 


There is one thing which excites 
the philatelist even more strongly than 
the birth of States—namely, the rarer 
incident of their decease. From the 
‘moment when a country is wiped, 
politically, off the map it ceases to 
produce stamps and the existing issues 
acquire a new value. This new value is 
likely-to be very appreciable in the case 
of Montenegro, which was merged last 
week in Greater Serbia. In the first 
place, the period of Montenegrin stamp 
production was only forty years; and, in 
the next place, there has been no regular 
issue since 1913. During the whole period 
only one royal head has appeared upon 
Montenegro’s stamps. The first issue was

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. Gideon Murray asked the Colonial Sec- 
retary whether, under Article 3 of the Draft 
Constitution of the Irish Free State, an Amert- 
can citizen, with an Irish father or mother, 
may e immediately and without any term 
of probation a citizen of the Irish Free State; 
and whether, on the other ‘hand, an English- 
man, Scotsman, or Welshman, must undergo a 
domiciliary period o fseven years before acquir- 
ing Irish citizenship. 

. Churchill—-An American citizen whose 
father or mother was born in Ireland will, at 
the date when the Constitution comes into 
operation, be entitled to Free State citizenship 
if he then is- domiciled in the Free State. The 
Article contains no provision as to any term of 
probation. An Englishman or Scotsman, or 
Welshman who has at that date been domiciled 
for seven years in the area of the Irish Free 
State will similarly be entitled to Free State 
citizenship. 

If the hon. member has in mind the future 
acquisition of Free State citizenship after the 
Constitution comes into operation, I must refer 
him to the answer given to the hon. member 
for Rotherham on Tuesday, the 18th July. 

Mr. Gideon Murray asked whether the 
Colonial Secretary would suggest to the Free 
State Government that when they were con- 
sidering ,the Constitution they should place 
British subjects upon the same basis of 
equality, as far as the privileges of citizenship 
were concerned, as American citizens, on the 
ground that British subjects had to bear the 
taxation for all the troubles. 

Mr. Churchill—No, sir; I don’t think it would 

very convenient. Many do not wish to take 
up Irish citizenship. I think it is quite. pos- 
sible that Englishmen,’ Scotsmen, and Welsh- 
men who happen to be temporarily. resident in 
lreland at the moment when the Constitution 
comes into force would not wish to take up 
Free State citizenship. On the other hand, I 
can quite understand that there are Irishmen 
who have emigrated to America, who would be 
glad to come home to their native land, naw 
that conditions are being established, which 
they would welcome. 

Sir Maurice Dockrel]l—In the meantime are 
people like myself British citizens, Colonials, 
or what? .Laughter.) 

Mr. Churechill—My hon. friend’s rights and 
prerogatives will be absolutely unimpaired.

These settlements. having been ratified by the 
Commission on their return, the decrees’ will be 
complete. I understand that there will be. no 
loss of time. 

Colonel Newman asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether, in view of the amount of public money 
involved, and of the fact that in the opinion 
of Lord Shaw’s Commission its decisions will, 
when it is able to resume werk, be largely 
based on the decisions aJready arrived at in 
the ten cases that it has been able to hear, he 
is able to say that the first two interim reports 
of the Commission will be made available for 
the House and the public, 

Mr. ‘Churchill—I have as yet only received 
one report from the Commission. , This report 
consists of two parts. The first raises certain 
questions of procedure, and one question of 
principle which is not yet determined. The 
second consists of a schedule setting out the 
names of the claimants in the cases decided, 
the amounts awarded by the Courts under the 
Malicious Injury Acts, and the amounts awarded 
by the Commission. It will be seen that the 
report does not, as is suggested by the hon. 
and gallant member, throw any light upon the 
principles which have actuated the Commission 
in reaching their decisions and there would not 
appear to be any reason of public interest to 
justify the expense of publishing it. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn—Does the schedule 
in the report locate liability for the damage 
done? 

Mr. Churchill—We have not yet reached the 
point when my hon. and gallant friend can 
make his score. (Laughter.) When we receive 
the second report I will consider the question 
of publishing it or not.

PROPOSED VISIT TO ANGORA. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Sir 
Martin Conway asked the Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs if there was any truth in the 
report which appeared ‘in the Press to the 
effect that General Townshend: was proceeding 
to Angora, and whether he was doing so by 
the wish, or at the request, of His Majesty’s 
Government. £ 

Mr. Harmsworth said that his most recent 
information is that General Townshend arrived 
at Beirut on the 12th, and proceeded on the 
17th to Aleppo and Alexandretta, with the de- 
clared intention of proceeding to Angora. 

“ Bo far from this journey being undertaken 
at the request of His Majesty’s Government, it 
will be not only against the wishes of the Go- 
vernment, but in violation of a pledge General 
Townshend gave on May 8th, before the pass- 
port was issued. 

** In a written statement, General Townshend 
said that he had no intention of proceeding to 
Turkey whilst negotiations for peace were pro- 
ceeding, but he expressed his intention, as soon 
as peace was signed, of applying for a passpor 
to Turkey. ' 

“General Townshend added verbally that 
the purpose of his journey was to visit his wife 
in Paris, some relations at Madrid, and to take 
the cure at Carlsbad. It was only on the re- 
ceipt of that statement that a passport was 
issued to General Townshend for France, Spain, 
Belgium, Germany, Austria, Holland, and 
Czecho-Slovakia, but marked ‘ not available for 
Turkey.’ 

“It was deeply regretted that, to all appear- 
ances, General Townshend had taken a course 
which was quite inconsistent with the under- 
taking he gave." 

Captain Gee asked what right the hon. 
gontieman had. to impugn the honour of a 
gentleman who was not present to answer for 
himself. Sir C. Townshend gave an undertak- 
ing that he would not proceed while negotia- 
tions for peace were proceeding, but, now that 
negotiations for peace had been broken off, 
there was no breach of his promise. 

Mr. Harmsworth replied that wegotiations for 
peace were still continuing. If the hon. and 
gallant' member did proceed to Angora, he 
would violate his obligations.

IRISH CITIZENSHIP. 


Mr. Churchill explained how under the 
draft Constitution an American citizen 
with an Irish father or mother might 
become immediately a citizem of the Irish 
Free State, whereas an Englishman, Scots- 
man, or Welshman musté undergo a 
domiciling period of seven years before 
attaining the same privilege. When it 
was suggested that they should be placed 
on an equal footing with the Americans, 
the Colonial Secretary donbted whether 
that would be to their advantage. Sir 
Maurice Dockrell amused the House by 
ejaculating, “Are we Irishmen British 
citizens, Colonials, or what?’ Mr. 
Churchill assured him that he neéd have 
no apprehension; all his rights and 
privileges would be. preserved. 

The best specific news that he had to 
give was that seventeen af the captured 
Ulster “ Specials ’’ had been released and 
sent back home after the capture of Dun- 
dalk from the Irregulars, and that a 
further ten—presumably those captured at 
Belcoo—had also been released in the in- 
terior. . Perhaps, it was this knowledge 
that caused the Colonial Minister to say 
in answer to another question that he was 
“increasingly satisfied ” with his Irish 
policy. 

Several questions arising out af 
Moniday’s debate were put to the Prime 
Minister. He said that the Government 
had no intention of giving facilities ior 
its resumption, but that immediate steps 
would be taken to set up the proposed 
Royal Commission, and he was about to 
confer with the -parties interested as to 
its composition. He added that no steps 
had been taken to punish the official! 
responsible for the blunder which caused 
the offer of a peerage to Sir J. B. Robin 
son. “Does the right*hon. gentleman 
realse,” asked Mr. Lane Fox, “that he 
will himself be held responsible ?’’ to which 
Mr. Lloyd (reorge cheerfully replied that, 
of course, he was responsible.

yards or so by National patrols posted along 
the roads. 

From this point our difficulties increased.

We travelled along some twenty 
highways and byways, and every time when 
success ‘seemed to be at hand we found some 
barrier which our motor car could not pass 
and we had to turn back.

Nenagh, on my arrival, was the scene of 
much activity among the Nationa] Forces.

Many men. have been billeted 
in the hotels, and it was with some 
difficulty that I succeeded in securing eceom- 
modation, Refugees are arriving every day 
from Limerick, many of them in a pitiable 
One young woman, to whom I spcke, 
told me that she had been travelling all nicht 
from the city with her two young children.

OUTRAGE ON NORTHERN LINE. 


In the early hours of yesterday morning an 
attempt was made by armed men to wreck a 
goods train bownd for Belfast from the Amiens 
street terminus of the Great Northern Railway. 

The train left Amiens street at a quarter past 
6 o'clock, and when it had almost reached 
Killester the driver discovered that the rails, 
for a distance of about five yards, had been 
torn up, and further progress was impossible.

A final and formal sitting of The Hague 
Conference was held yesterday to receive 
the. reports of the sub-commissions which 
have: dealt with Russia's debts, the con- 
fiscated private properties of foreigners, 
and what credits, if any, can be given to 
the Soviet Government to reconstruct the 
trade and finance of the country; and 
Commander Hilton-Young’s general report 
on the whole proceedings. 

The Conference adopted a resolution 
urging the Governments represented at 
The Hague to give no assistance to their 
nationals to acquire, by private - agree- 
ment, confiscated properties in Russia 
which formerly belonged to other foreign 
nationals, 

Commander Hilton-Young concludes his 
report by saying that, although the Con- 
ference has not been able to reach a 
“practical and immediate agreement” to 
reconstruct Russian industry and com- 
merce, the complete unanimity prevailing 
among the non-Russian delegates permits 
a “hopeful contemplation” of the future.

NO PRIVATE NEGOTIATIONS. 


THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

_An official communiqué, issued at the closing 
sitting of The Hague Conference, says that the 
Non-Russian Commission held its last plenary 
meeting at the Palace of Peace at three o'clock 
this afternoon, with M. Patyn in the chair. 

Reports of three Sub-Commitsions were 
adopted. The principal report drawn up by 
Commander Hilton Young was unanimously 
adopted. M. Cattier recalled the resolution 
which was unanimously adopted at Genoa, in 
virtue of which all the Governments repre- 
sented there undertook not to recognise any 
private agreement made by their nationals with 
the Russian Government concerning the pro- 
perty of former owners until a month after the 
termination of the work of the next Conference. 

M. Catticr thought that they should not 
separate without adopting a similar resolution. 
He, therefore, proposed a resolution urging the 
Governments repypsented at the Conference not 
to assist their nationals to acquire property in 
Russia which .had belonged to other foreign 
nationals, and which had been confiscated since 
November 1, 1917, without the consent of such 
foreign owners. 

M. Cattier added that the Chergé d' Affaires 
of. America was authorised to state that the 
United States Government wished to ahere to 
this resolution; and rt had no intention of modi- 
fying the iine of conduct which it had pre- 
viously adopted in this matter.—(Reuter.)

BRITISH DELEGATE'S REPORT.

ARCUBISHOP’S VIEW. 
On the motion to go into Committee to cons

The Archbishop of Canterbury said that these 
proposals had been delayed because it was 
urged that considerable time was necessarv to 
work them out in detail, but now that thev had 
come to birth there was hardly anything of de- 
finiteness regarding practical policy. The terms 
of the resolutions might almost be called plati- 
tudes. It seemed to him a pity to have left 
the House too unguided, and if the argument 
was that the House had been given a certain 
freedom, then why had the proposals been 
delayed so long? He hoped that the House 
would pass the motion and proceed in Com- 
mittee to fillim what would make the resolutions 
operative in the richt way. He was in favour 
of the recommendations of Lord Brvce’s Con- 
ference, but he had no meticulous veneration 
for their exact wording, and he was ready to 
support a proposal which did not- appear in 
those recommendations for nominated members. 
Ít was perfectly reasonable and fair to reduce 
largely the number of Bishops in a lar: 
diminished House, and though there might be 
some disappointment and difficulty in the 
matter there would be some advantaces.
